Despite losing land, financial difficulties

CLARENCE, Iowa — Foreclosure 
has ended the long harvest days for 
Charles Hoick, and the family farm 
where he raised hogs Is being sold. 

But he’s counting his blessings, 
anyway, this Thanksgiving Day. 

— -‘iWe’ve got a, lot of things to be 
thankful for - our lives, our 
children, our church,” Hclck said. 
‘Tm thankful that we have each 
othej, I’m thankful there are memo- 
ries they can’t take away. 

‘Tm thankful there’s going to be a 
future, even If It probably won’t be 
in farming.” Heick safd. "Wc don’t 
know what our future will be." 

Earlier this year, Hclck was not 
sure he would even have a future. 

Owed S400.000, Hoick’s banker 
foreclosed and forced the 200-acre 
operation into bankruptcy. When It 
finally hit Hclck that his land, his 
house, his machinery and his live- 
stock were going to be auctioned off, 
he said he thought of suicide.

MOSCOW - Soviet leader Mikhail 
S. Gorbachev appealed to President 
Reagan Wednesday to Join Moscow's 
moratorium on nuclear tests as a 
way to build trust .following their 
Geneva summit conference. 

While declaring that the meeting 
had a positive, stabilizing effect, 
Gorbachev also renewed his warning 
that arms reduction will be ‘‘im- 
possible" if Reagan goes ahead with 
his Strategic Defense Initiative. 

"We hope what was said in Geneva 
on SDI is not the last word,” the 
Kremlin chief said, referring to 
Reagan's refusal to give up plans for 
a "Star Wars” space-based missile 
defense system. 

Gorbachev delivered a wide-rang- 
ing report to the 1,500 members of 
the .Supreme Soviet, the nominal 
parliament, one week after his two- 
day encounter with Reagan. 

He departed from his prepared 
text to urge (he United States, along 
with other nuclear powers, to agree 
to a test ban (hat might allow some 
form of international verification to 
prevent cheating. 

The Soviet Union announced last 
August that It had suspended nu- 
■cloar tests until Jan. 1 and Gor- 
bachev said that the moratorium 
would be extended if the United 
Stales would refrain from testing 
loo. 

In (he past, the Reagan ad- 
ministration has said that it must 
detonate nuclear explosions to catch 

iin with Soviet advance s In. 

weaponry. 

"We placed this (test ban) pro- 
posal before the president in 
Geneva," Gorbachev said. “His 
answer was silence .... 

“There is still lime and I think the 
leaders of -the United States and 
other nuclear powers would agree to 
it if they understood their responsi- 
bility before the world,” he addeej. 

"This is an appeal from the 
Supreme Soviet to come to agree- 
ment on this major issue of modern 
times.” he concluded. Although his 
power comes from hls job as general 
.secretary of the Communist Party. 


Gorbachev Is also a deputy of the 
.Suprcmc.Sovlet and a member oMts - 
Presidium. 

On the positive side, the Soviet 
leader said (hat the Geneva ses- 
sions, including long hours of face- 
to-face talks with Reagan, were a 
major event. 

"We value the personal contact 
established with the U.S. presi- 
dent,” he said of his first meeting 
with Reagan and the first conversa- ; 
Hon between Soviet and American 
leaders since 1979. 

‘‘It is important that the dialogue : 
did take place; it is in Itself a - 
stabilizing factor in our difficult 
times. 

“But wc are realists and must say 
directly that solutions to major pro- • 
blcms related to ending the arms 
race were not found at the ' 
meeting," he added. 

Gorbachev said that the real test 
of Geneva's value would be whether 
the superpowers could agree on con- 
crete steps to reduce nuclear 
arsenals." 

But he praised the understanding 
recorded in their Joint statement 
which declared that neither side 
would fight a nuclear war or try to - 
attain military superiority. 

In a way, Gorbachev was Justify- 
ing his trip to the summit despite 
the lack of agreement on. arms con- 
IroLmeasurcs that he had establish- 
ed In advance as lils'majorgoal-in- 
Geneva'. 

Welcoming “certain elements of 
realism” In Reagan’s remarks last 
week, Gorbachev said: “The general'-' 
J)alancejhecUrLGeneva_l5.posl tilted 
But he said that the Soviet and 
American views of regional conflicts 
were, completely at odds. The U.S. 
view is colored by Us ‘‘imperialist" 
outlook, he said, while the Soviets 
will not agree to abandon friendly 
nations fighting to protect their In- 
dependence. 

Speaking of Afghanistan, Gor- 
bachev repeated the long-held Soviet 
view that a political solution could 
be achieved If the United States first . 
would halt Us support of an- 
tl-govcmmcnl guerrillas now 
fighting an estimated 115,000 Soviet 
troops. 


Israel uncooperative

But upon leaving a meeting with 
U.S. officials at the State Deport- 
ment Wednesday evening, Israeli 
ambassador Melr Rosenne told 
reporters; "Nobodyhaslcft."

— WASHINGTON— The record cold am 
snow lashing the nation’s northern tier may 
be Just a foretaste of what the coming 
winter holds, the government’s annual 
-winlerforocasl said Wednesday. 

Chief long-range forecaster Donald L, 
Gilman called for colder than normal 
temperatures 'from Minnesota and the nor- 
, thcm.GrcatJ?lains-westward-throughout the 
Rockies, the Northwest and California. 

But. ho added, mllder-than-normal 
weather is indicated from east Texas 

S h the Southeast, the Central Ap- 
lans and the Middle Atlantic states as 
far north as New Jersey. 

The center of the country, the Northeast 
and the Great Lakes, are essentially "a 
lossup," with cold weather likely at least in 
early Decen^ber, Gllmaxu lold-a news con* 
fcrcnc 

The area centered on Utah and extending 
eastward to the Mississippi, upper Missouri 
and Ohio valleys can expect extra rain or 


snow this winter, the fon^caster .said. But. 
he acldotir there Is~llkciy to be le.ss-ilian- 
normal precipitation In parts of Texas. 
Oklahoma, Kansas. ColoracJo and New Mex- 
ico, 

"Winter Is not likely to start out the way 
we’re calling for it to go on average,” 
Gilman said, explaining that the current 
storms In the northern stales are likely to 
move cast in the next week or two. 

Overall, he said, the potential for. sharp 
variation in the weather exists in the Nor- 

th p.-iq nnfl MIHu'Pd J , 

Gilman annually sticks his neck out by try- 
ing lu anticipate weather well beyond nor- 
mal prediction range, and has compiled a 
record of about G5 percent accuracy for his 
National Weather Seiricc branch over the 
years, 

The Old Farmer’s Almanac, which claims 
an 80 percent accuracy rate, predicts that 
this winter :;wlll bring coldcr-than-normal 
temperatures and near- or above-average 
precipitation lo_the_ northern third of the 
country, and warmer and drier than normal 
to most of the southern Iwo-lhlrds. although 


the (south Atlantic stales, western Great 
Plains and .Southern California will have 
welter-tlian-usual weather.” 

Every winter the most Important factor is 
the jet stream wind blowing from west Ic 
cast across the nation, a powerful high- 
altllude wind that sometimes wavers north 
and south and sometimes seems stuck In 
rutforweeksatatlme. 

If the Jet stream moves south and pulls 
down more, cold air from the Arctic than 
normal, winter will be cold. Otherwise, if

The wide variations of weather from place 
to place make it difficult to measure the ac- 
curacy of general forecasting covering the 
whole nation or even large regions. 

Some private meteorologists prepare 
long-range forecasts for clients, but they 
usually concentrate on specific regions or 
areas rather than try to call general trends

In recent years, shofl-term fofec'asls'have 
improved considerably, and weather experts 
arc now giving predictions of up to five days 
with an increasing degree of confidence.

Holding her white poodle, she began crying quietly 
after 5th District Judge Daniel Meefal the ver- 
dict at 10:18 p.m. The jury spent about eight hours 

— deliberating. ^ 

i ‘Tm so thankful,” Mrs. Parks told The Times- 
News following the brief court hearing. Her at- 
torney. Jim Meservy. said tbe jiffors delivered “a 
very conscientious and hard working job . " 

As (he jurors filed past her after the court pro- 
, ccedlngs. Mrs. Parks smiled and told them, •Thank 
you all so very much." 

Shc-sald-she-wlll-bc-spending Thanksgiving-ttlih- 

friends and recalled making big dinners for her late 
husband, Walter. 

‘‘1 did love him and part of me always will," she 
added and again began to cry. 

The- jury began Its work about noon Wednesday 
after closing statements wrapped up the six-day 
trial. Mrs. Parks was accused of slabbing her 62- 
year-old husband with a kitchen knife at their Twin 
Falls home. 

In his closing argument. Meservy said .Mrs. Parks 
endured years of battering at the hands of her hus- 
band and ultimately defended herself with a knife at 
thecostofhlsilfc. ' 

Twin Falls County Deputy Prosecutor Jeff Hosk^ 
Ing; however, -had described her as' aggressive, 


malevolent and guilty of second-degree mu^er. 

Durln^^ffls closing statements to the jury, HrxJttng 
held up the kitchen knife. 

-- The woman,- Hosking contended, had an “abandfin- 
ed and malignant heart," with no justified reason 
for slabbing her husband and "wanton dlsr^ard'.' 
for life. And those were the elements of tbe murder 
charge. 

In her fir st statemenlsJo-police. Mrs^P-arks-satd- 
"Tier husband didn’t threaten her, Hosking said. 

"All Walter Parks wanted was to leave arid take 
half Ihe (their) money." Hosking said. Witnesses 
testified that Mrs. Parks told them she was mad at 
her husband and had stabbed him twice. 

The defendant wasn’t the mild woman the defense 
was presenting, the prosecutor added. He noted the 
testimony of a Twin Falls police officer who said 
-.Mrs_Earks_aUemptedJx)-kick_him- and-a. matron, 
after he arrested her at a -bar fracas In 1981. There 
also was the testimony from her unde who said she 
told him several weeks before the stabbing that she 
wanted to shoot her husband because he made fun of 
her! She was ready to kill over that and ‘it’s no sur- 
prise she finally did il," Hosking said. "This is not a 
passive woman.” 

She had failed to use options other than violent 
force that night, he added. 

During his turn, Meservy asked the jurors to ac- 
quit Mrs. Parks because slu* acted in self-defense. ’ 

Did Ihc prosecution want her to wait until she had 
broken bones before she defended hcrseU2_Mescrvy 
asked.

diet at I0;18 p.m. The Jury spent abwt eight liours 
...deliberating- 

‘Tm so thankful,” Mrs. Parks told the fimefr 
News following the brief court .hearing. Her at- 
- tomey, Jim Meservy,- said the Jurors delivered “a 
very conscientious and hardworklngjob." 

As the Jurors filed past her after the court pro- 
ceedings, Mrs. Parks smiled and told them, “Thank 
you all so very much.” 

She said she will be spending Thanksgiving with 
-friends and-rccalled -inal^ g-big-dinncrs-forhcrlale— 
husband, Walter. 

"I did love him and part of me always will,” she 
added and again began to cry. 

Thc'Jury began Its work about noon. Wednesday 
after closing statements wrapped up the six-day 
trial. Mrs. Parks was accused of stabbing her 62- 
year-old husband with o kitchen knife at their Twin 
Falls home. 

In his closing argument, Meservy said Mrs. Parks 
endured years of battering at the hands of her hus- 
band and ultimately defended herself with a knife at 
Ihecoslofhlslifc. 

Twin Palls County Deputy Prosecutor Jeff Hosk- 
Ing. however, had described her as aggressive, 


malevolent and guilty of second-degree murder. 

During his closing sialcmcnls tb the Jury, Hosklng 
held up the kitchen knife. I 

The woman, Hosklng contended, had an "abandon- 
ed and malignant heart,” with no Justified reason 
for stabbing her husband and "wanton disregard" 
for life. And those were the elements of the murder 
charge. 

In her fffsrstMemenls to~policc. Mrs“Parks said" 

her husband didn’t Ihrcatcnjicr, Hosklng said. 

■ "All Waller'Parks'wahted was to leave and take 
half the (their) money,” Hosklng said. Witnesses - 
testified that Mrs. Parks told them she was mad at 
her husband and had slabbed him twice. 

The defendant wasn’t the mild woman the defense 
was presenting, the prosecutor added. He noted the 
testimony of a Twin Falls police officer who said 
Mrs. Parks attempted to kick him and a matron 
-o^le^he-o^re^ted-he^-ot-a-ba^-fracas in 1981. There 
also was the testimony from her uncle who said she 
told him several weeks before the stabbing that she 
wanted to shoot her husband because he made fun of 
her. She was ready to kill over that and "It’s no sur- 
prise she finally did It,” Hosklng said. "This is not a 
passivewoman.” 

She had failed to use options other than violent 
force that night, he added. 

During his turn, Meservy asked the Jurors to ac- 
quit Mrs. Parks because she acted in self-defense. 

Did the prosecution want her to wall until she had 
broken bones before she defended herself? Meservy 
asked. After years of suffering her husband’s abuse, 
she had a right to defend herself.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — Atlantis’ 
astronauts, taking care of paying customers 
first, launched communications satellites for 
Mexico and Australia on Wednesday, but they 
still have one , more to go before turning their 
attention lo a pair of pioneering spacewalks. 

Aussat 2, an Australian satellite, spun out of 
the shuttle’s cargo bay at 6:20 p.m. MST and 
the astronauts reported the launch went well.

Mission Control told the crew of six men and 
• a woman, “You guys and gal do good work." 


The crew launched a Mexican satellite, the 
Morelos B, earlier Wednesday morning, just 
hours after the spectacular nighUlmc liftoff of 
the space shuttle from the Kennedy -Space 
Center in Florida. 

Today, the launch of the RCA Satcom K-2 
satellite will empty the cargo bay and clear the 
way for the two astronauts to practice 
spacewalk icchnictucs that may be used to buld 
future space stations. 

The three satellite customers arc paying $10 
million each (o (hc Natlonal Aeronautics-and: 
Space Administration for the launch services.

vigorous debate. 

' *0ur families remain strong. Despite a couple of 
decades of wandering, families remain one of the 
dominant ordering forces in America. Large percen- 
tages of us' live within short trips of our parents 
' and/or our children. On this Thanksgiving day, 
millions of people will spend part of the day with 
their loved ones. ' ' 

•Our nation is at peace. Sure, the world Is a dan- 
gerous place. But it seems less so this year, following 
a summit conference. Indeed, both leaders emerged 
from that meeting a bit more relaxed, a bit more at 
ease. We seem to have pulled back further from a nu- 
clear..exchange,.-Only- madmen .would-want-it-other*-. 
wise. 

It has been neither a perfect, nor a disastrous year. 
On balance, we have much to be thankful for. On this 
day, we should remember what those things are.

The Senate should vote to curb FACs 


On Dec. 3, the U.S. Senate will vole on^a pro- 
posal pul forth by Senators David Boren (D-OK) 
and Barry Goldwatcr ( R-AZ ) which would limit 
the influence of political action committees 
( PACs) on congressional campaigns and on con- 
grc.ssional dcclslon-maktng. 

The Boron-Goldwatcr amendment is supported . 
by a bipartisan coalition of Senators who span 
the political spectrum. According to Senator 
Goldwatcr, "The bill is directed at the primary 
threat now facing our system ot free elections - 
and that is the influence and power, both real 

-ahd-perceivedrof-polilical-flctlon committees 

with their selfish and narrow vision of what is 
- good (or the country,- 

The astronomical growth of PAC conlrlbutiom 
to congressional campaigns reflects the increas- 
ing ability of special interests to undermine the 
independence and tnlcgrlly of our political pro- 
cess. In Ihc 1974 election, PACs numbered 606 
and gavc$12,.'i million to congressional can- 
didates. Today there nrc4,000 PACs; in the 1984 
elections, they gave overSlOO million. 

During this sonic period, congressional can- 
didates have become more and more dependent 
on special Interest PAC dollars asa sourcaof 
campaign funds, In the current Congress, over 
150 House members received one half or more of 
their campaign fund.s from PACs, House incum- 
bents running for re-election in 1964 received a 

...rccor(L44 pcrccnl.of.thelr tolal flompnign funds 

from PACs. The Scn»tc’?indcbtcdncss to PACs 
Is also enormous; 23 of the 33 Senators elected in 
1964 each raised $500,000 or more in PAC con- 
tributions. 

Two of the 23 received more than one million 
dollar-sirom PACs, The explosive growth of PAC

contributions is evidence that our campaign fi- 
nance system Is out of control and in need of 
repair. 

Our democracy is founded on Ihc concept of 
representation. Citizens elect leaders who are 
given Ihc responsibility to weigh all the com- 
peting and conflicting interests that reflect our 
diversity, and to decide what; in their Judgment, 
-wlllbcsl-odvonce^thc-lntcrestsofthfreitlzenry. — 
Under the current campaign finance system, 

- however, wc are not obtaining the best judgment, 
of our elected representatives because they arc 
not free to give it to us. 

Some members ot Congress deny that they arc 
Influenced by PAC money, but generally, there Is 
litlle doubt that PAC contributions buy political 
access. As Representative Mike Synar (D-OK) , a 
critic of PACs, explained ; 'if the phono is ring- 
ing In my office and 1 have four lines, and my 
staff tells me there is a PAC on there that gave 
us $10,000 in the last election and (the other is) 
just an indlvidual constituent, which phone do 
think I'm going to punch in?" 

The procurement of polllica) access through 
PAC contributions distorts the ability of Con- 
gress to represent the best interests of the coun- 

A “coin-operated Congress" is not a concept of 
the future; It is present reality. 

Consider the following: in the first six months 
of 1985, PACs gave three limes more money to 
members of the congressional tax-writing com- 
mlttccs^han they did in the first six months of 


1984 - not because they like the fact that the 
committees arc considering tax reform, but 
because they wont preferential lax treatment In 
any tax reform bill. 

Although many members of Congress privately 
deplore our current congressional campaign fi- 
nance system, Congress os a body has so far fail- 
ed to curb the corrupting influence of PACs. If 
the public's confidence in ourcicctoral system is 
to be restored, Congress must find the willpower 
to restrain PAC giving. 

The Borcn-Goldwatcr amendment would place 
— newjcstrictlo nson PAC activUies. It would set 
an aggregate limit on the amount of Pad funds 
..HouscandScnatccandidatcscouIdaccepl. - - 
Overall PAC rcccip'ts would be limited lo'$100;000- 
for House candidates and $175,000 to $750,000 for 
Senate candidates, depending on the state's pop- 
. ulalion. Had the Boren-Goldwatcr proposal been : 
in place for the 1984 congrcssionalelections, PAC 
contributions to Senate general election can- \ 
didates would have been cut from $28million to 
$14 million. 

The growth In PAC giving - and the special 
access and influence enjoyed by-PACs — will con- 
tinue to increase until Congress takes decisive 
action to contain the PAC system. The Boren- 
Goldwatcr amendment directly addresses this 
fundamental problem. The Dec. 3 vote will be a ■ 
true test for each U.S. Senator. It’s time for 
-Congress tosay"no”lothccorruptinginfluence‘" 
of PACs by enacting the Borcn-Goldwater PAC 
limit. . ;

WASHINGTON- The summiteers arc ' 
home now; back in their daily routines, and 
the flow of analysis has just about stopped. 

Jn the relalive peacc and quiet of Thanksgiv- 
ing week, suppose wc reflect for a few 
minutes on Geneva. The superpower 
meeting left some Impressions that arc like- 
ly to last. 

The first of these Is of Ronald Reagan. The 
■prc.sldent will be 75 years old In February — 
He went through two tense days of eyeball- 
to-cyeball talks with a much younger adver- 
sary. 

He never lost his poise. At one point on the 
morning of the 20Ui, Gorbachev was badger- 
ing him. shouting. "Answer my question, 
answer my question!” Tho president didn’t 
flinch, "lam answering your question, '■ he 
said. 

Oh Thursday morning thc21st, this 74- 
•year-old gentleman met with the press in 
.Geneva, He flew to Brussels to brief our 
allies.

dre.ss a joint session of Congress that night. 

•In both delivery and content, it was a 

superlative effort. The-following mbrjifnghe 
met with a group of Washington newsmen. , 
Asked ifhe were tired, he said. “Not rcaily,” 
And grinned. 

The fear in some quarters, as assistant 
Don Regan has acknowledged, was that this 
"Grade B movie actor." miscast as the 
president of the United States, would make 
a fool bfhimscifin the one-on-one talks. 

Without aides lo cue him, without his 3x5 
reminder cards, the president might give 
away the store. Nothing of the sort happen- 


ed.Thc president came home with his shoes, 
his shirt, his pants and his billfold Intact. 

He signed nothing he might later regret. 
The two leaders will keep In touch by hotline 
in the months preceding Gorbachev's visit to 
Washington next summer. Meanwhile, their 
arms negotiators are under orders lo "hag- 
gle less" and lo accelerate agreement on a 
50 percent reduction in nuclearwcapons. It 
would not have been realistic to expect 

-anything more. 

Thinking of these two human beings, 
Reagan and Gorbachev, we are reminded 
again of Ibe maxim that history is largely 
the lengthened shadow of the men and 
women who make it. 

Relations helwcen the United States and 
the Soviet Union do not depend upon "two 
nations" or "two countries” or some par- 
ticular "process.'' For a time at least, the 
level of tension depends upon two men. 

They have similar awesome respon- 
sibilities. but they have come by different 
avenues to their seats of power. Reagan 


twice has gone to the American people in 
popular election, and twice has been elected 
overwhelmingly. 

The people of the Soviet Union never have 
elected Gorbachev to anything. In the one- 
party communist slate, free and com- 
petitive elections are unthinkable. 

The Western press, especially our own, 
gave the summit a kind of saturation 
coverage. Every significant statement that 
fell from Gorbachev’s lips was duly reported 
here. The Soviet press ran the full text of the 
two leaders' final statement; Itranthcfull . 
text of Gorbachev's hour-long address lo 
reporters; It carried only brief and perfunc- 
tory excerpts from Reagan's remarks. 
Theirs is a stale-controlled press. Our press 
is free. 

Some time next year, the negotiating 
teams at Geneva may reach agreement on 
the text of a treaty. For theSovlet Union, 
only Gorbachev’s approval would matter. 
For our part, the treaty would have to go to 
the Senate. It would be subjected to minute 


examination in committee; it would be 
debated at length on the floor. Before it 
could become law, two- thirds of the senators 
would have to vole aye. We do things quite 
differently here. 

Wc have heard many times, as the presi- 
dent remarked to Congress last week, that 
our differences with the Soviet Union arc 
immense and "the differences endure." 

Perhaps the litany has become so familiar 
that It has lost much of its meaning. In the 
week in which we give thanks for our bless- 
ings, let us draw upon the lessons of Geneva. 

Say a prayer for the freedom of the 
American system, In contrast with the 
regimentation of the Soviet slate. And be- 
fore we are done with prayers, 1 suggest wc^ 
add a prayer for the continued health of the 
good man who so well exemplifies America's 
ideals before the world.

Researchers find two ‘flags’ in cystic fibrosis gene search

NEW YORK — Scientists report 
n discovered two genetic 
Bags so close to the gene that 
causes cystic fibrosis that experts 
say new technologies should now find 
the gene relatively qukkly.

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BOSTON (AP) — Hundreds of 
thousands of Americans who have a 
dangerous hcarl-conditjon-known-as- 
unstable angina might live longer If 
they took dally doses of aspirin, a 
new study suggests. 

The research found “a striking and 
consistent benefit of aspirin.” It ap- 
pears to confirm an earlier study 
showing that aspirin dramatically 
reduces the Incidence of heart at- 
tacks and fatal cardiac arrest In 
people with unstable angina. 

"We conclude that patients of 
cither sex who arc hospitalized with 
unstable angina arc likely to benefit 
from the addition of aspirin to con- 
ventional therapy for at least two 
years," they wrote In Thursday's 
New England Journal of Medicine. 


Unstable angina Is described as as 
heart pain that suddenly worsens, 
-lasts more than 15 minutes at a time 
or occurs when people arc resting. 

The new study estimates that 
500,000 people in the United States 
and 50,000 in Canada arc admitted to 
coronary care units each year with 
unstable angina, so "there is a 


sizable population of patients for 
whom aspirin therapy would offer 
-considerable benefit;’’ 

The study, conducted on 555 vic- 
tims of unstable angina, was 
directed by Dr. John A. Calms of 
McMaster University in Hamilton, 
Ontario. After two years, patients 
who took four aspirin tablets daily 
suffered only. half as many heart.at- 
tacks or fatal cardiac arrest as 
those who did not. 

The earllcrresearch was published 
two years ago by doctors from the 
Veterans Administration. Even 
though there were differences in the 
way the two studies were conducted, 
their results were nearly identical. 

Aspirin is thought to work by in- i 
hibitlng blood platelets, the cells 
that make blood form clots. 

Earlier this month, a panel of ex- 
perts at a national American Heart 
Association meeting In Washington 
cautioned that research on aspirin's 
role in preventing heart attacks in 
the population at large Is incomplete 
and that persons should take a^frin 
for that purpose only if advised to do 
so by a doctor. 


Heart-patient returns home 


TUCSON, Arlz. (AP) - Michael 
Drummond, making "dramatic pro- 
gress" in his recovery from a heart 
transplant after living nine days 
with an artificial heart, has return- 
ed to his Phoenix home. 

Dr. Jack Copeland, head of the 
heart surgery program at Universi- 
ty Medical Center, said Drummond 
was permitted to move Tuesday 
from a Tucson apartment back to 
Phoenix, 

"He wanted to go home and things

who' implanted o'. Jarvik-7 artificial 
heart into Drummond's chest Aug. 
29, then replaced the device with a 
human donor heart nine days later.

He 
also was the first person to use the 
Jarvlk-7 as a "bridge" to keep him 
alive until a human heart could be 
found for transplant.

Judy was a serious, studious sort 
in high school, who'd had some emo- 
tional problems growing up.

Bob seemed 
gentle and kind. As a kid, I 
remember feeling at ease with him 


right away. All the cousins tackled 
him whenwicpjayedjpolball. He 
took this^to'u’gh and tutfiblfng brood 
good-naturedly. 

The years pa.ssed. and every once 
in a while mom would show me a let- 
ter from Judy and Bob with pictures 
enclosed of their growing family. 
They had two children. Jenna and 
Jason.

COEUIt d'ALENE (AP) - Repre-

Dec. 3i. The soil shipment has been 
put on hold while Nevada and New 
Jersey argue the PSC regulations in 
the U.S: Supreme Court, .

Volcano left 
23,000 dead — 
in Colombia 

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) - Gov- 
ernment reports published Wednes- 
day said the eruption of the Nevado 
del Ruiz volcano left 23,000 people 
, dead or missing and caused an 
estimated $175 million in damage. 

Part of (he mountain's snowcap 
melted in the eruption Nov. I3, sen- 
ding a 150-foot-high wall of mud into 
the Armero Valley that spread out 
and inundated six cities and (owns. 
The town of Armero was burled by 15 
feet of mud that killed an estimated 
80 percentof its 28,000 people. 

The U.S. Embassy in Bogota said 
Wednesday there were no signs of 
dangerous volcanic activity. It is in 
regular radio contact. with the In- 
ternational team of scientists at 
Manlzalcs, 24 miles norlh'w^t of the 
Nevado del Ruiz, which still spews 
steam and ash.

Harassment is primary aim of 500 -permit deer seasons

JEROME — A succession of four depredation deer 
hunts — designed primarily for their harrassmenl 
value but also for some population reduction — will 
begin In the Clover Creek country Monday. 

Craig Kvale, Region 4 wildlife manager for the 
Idaho Department of Fish and Game, emphasized 
that the huntcra«fQr the special hunts - amounting 
to 500 permits over the entire month of December — 
already have been selected and telephone crews are 
in the process of contacting them this week. 

The depredation hunts were pencilled is as a possl< 
billty following two years of increased wlldllfe-lan< 
downer conflict in the north Bll^-King HilI*GIcnns 
Ferry country. The contingency plan Included a 
“sign up sheet" on the department's big game 
regulations. Those sheets had to be returned to;thc 
department by Sept. 30. 

Kvale said the contingency plan was put Into 
operation over the weekend when the regional office 
was hit by 10 landowner complaints. 

"Monday and Tuesday our entire crew, including | 
office p’ei^nnel here at thc’Jerbme office, was in fife 
field paneling and deer-prooflng,” Kvale said. 
"Through Wednesday we’d already used 35 rolls of 
visqueen on haystacks In the area. Last year we us- 
ed a total of 47" Indicating the crush of deer and 
some .elk had reached previous levels much.carlicr 
than usual. 

The hunting areas have been divided Into two 
units. Some 100 permits per week will be offered In 
unit 145; This area-roughly Is defined by the bound- 
aries of east of King ;HilI Creek, west of the Bliss- 
Hill City road and north of U.S. Highway, 30. The nor- 
thern boundary follows township and section lines — ■ 
ranging from two to six miles In width - and Is 
clearly defined on maps that each permitee will 
receive. 

The other series of hunts, called 152, runs west of 
.Highway 75, north of U.S. Highway 2G and south of 
' the Big Wood River, it includes portions of units 45 
and 32. 

Harvest will be restricted to antlerless deer. 

"We want to emphasize that the harassment fac- 
tor Is the biggest single reason for these hunts. We 
want to push those animals back onto public lands. 
We suspect that hunting success percentages will be 
high in the first hunt because of the large number of 
deer do wn there. After tha t . If the deer get spook; 
it could become pretty hard hunting 
-two.^^ — ^ 

Kvale said censusing Indicates that the residential 
herd in the lower elevations has increase significant- 
ly in the past tew years and those numbers are 
enlarged by major migrations of deer out, of the 
mountains. He said population trends definitely in- 
dicate that some reduction would be dcsircabic." 

. "We spent a lot of effort and money to gel vis- 
queen and paneling In place' ahd'stltl havcn't solved- 
the problems," he pointed out. "These hunts are just 
part of various techniques designed to push those 
animals back out into the desert. At the same time, 
our population trends indicate If we don’t do 
something now. we’ll have more than the 2,000 deer 
causing problems now to contend with In the near 
future."

JEROME ~ While eastern Idaho 
has curtailed the final two days of 
the upland' bl^d season. Magic 
Valley's pheasant hunting will con- 
tinue to the announced Dec. 1 
closure. 

'•f Eastern Idaho made the emergen- 
cy closure announcement Wednes- 
day but Region 4 Wildlife Manager 
Craig Kvale, Idaho Department of 
Fish and Game, said "I really don’t 
feel that much would be gained by 
cancelling the final two days of the 


season here. TRere simply hasn’t 
been much hunting pressure most of 
the fall because of the low popula- 
tions and the number of hunters seen 
in the field has.bcen falling steadily, 
particularly slnc6 the heavy snows,” 

Kvale said current snow conditions 
have caused doncern among wildlife 
managers. 

‘if It stays this deep on the ground 
for the next three months, It could 
lots of problems in several areas," 
he said, "If we gel a warming period 


and some ground bares up In the 
next several days, 1 don't think this 
snow fall will have a major Impact. 
But the thing to worry about is a 
partial thawing or a light rainfall 
that would cause some melting 
followed by a cold snap that would 
pul a crust on the snow. The birds 
simply couldn't gel through the 
snow to find any food.” 

Kvale reminded duck hunters that 
the first half of the waterfowl split 
hunting season will conclude with 
the pheasant .season Sunday, The se- 


cond half of the duck year will start 
Dcc«ir>and run through Jan. 12, 

“The number of ducks in the areas 
has continued to increase quick 
steadily the past several days.” said 
Kvale, noting that some of the ma- 
jor waters east of Magic Valley have 
now frozen over. "There has been a 
good build up of duck at the Hager- 
man Wildlife Management area and 
up and down the Snake River. They 
have started showing up in corn- 
fields on the north side."

Malheur Wildlife refuge 
±hre;^en^ by draining 


SALEM, Ore. (AP) - Draining 
floodwaters from Malheur and 
Hamev lakes could damage the bio- 
logical productivity of .the. Malheur 
National Wildlife Refuge, 'a biologist 
warns. 

The proposal by the Army Corps of 
Engineers would Interfere with the 
natural cycle of flooding and drying 
at the huge southeastern Oregon 
marshland, said David G. Paullln, a 
. ,U.S; -.Ffsh and Wildlife Service 
biologist stationotU^ the refuge. 

"Malheur Lake marsh should be 
alloWcd to function in its natural 
way,";hc told Oregon legislators last 
week. He added that the drainage 
project would interrupt a 20,000- 
ycar-old natural cycle. I 

. "It would likely dctract from the 
refuge biologically over the life of 
the project." Paullln said. 

His comments came Friday during 
a meeting of the Legislature'^^ Joint 
Committee on Water Policy. The 
panel is reviewing a proposal foV a 
17-miIc-Iong canal to- drain flood- 
waters from the. Harney basin into 
the South Fork Malhcur'nnd Snake 
rivers.

WINCHESTER. Idaho (AP)- The 
last gasps, of this town's lake have 
brought researchers swarming to Us 
surface this year. But most agree_ 
the problems aren't'cxactly new, 
Winchester Lake has been dying 
for quite some lime, say those who 
have watched Its once fa ealthv-trout- 
— fishing tunrsoilrj 

The lack of fish in anglers' creels 
has led to an economic downturn for 
-the community on one shore and a 
drop In attendence at Winchester 
Slate Park on another. 

The poor fishing also has raised 
‘ some question about whether a l.G- 
mile paving project from Main 
Street lo the park will stand as an 
■ exercise in futility. 

Now, after five years of slow but 
steady deterioration, Winchester 
Lake Is as apt to repel visitors as at- 
tract them. , 

In , the summers. Us surface 
becomes dotted with malodorous 
mats of algae. Its waters become 
tepid on the surface and devoid of 
oxygen for much of the rest of their 
depth. 

That combination has given the- 
trout stocked regularly by thc-Idaho 
Fish and Game Department little 
chance for survival. TTiey cannot live 
In waters that may warm to 75 or 80 
degrees, yet must have the oxygen 
that is lacking at deeper levels, 


The Fish and Game Department 
and anglers knew Winchester was 
ailing when caldies began to dwin- 
dle. 

■ It was that fact lhal helped reveal 
the lake's ills, says Bert Bowler. 
Fish and Game regional fisheries 
manager at Lcwi.ston, 

The Fish and Game Department 
and Idaho Health ami Welfare 
-Department— FnTtronment— Division- 
sampled the lake's waters every two 
weeks from April lo October to find 
out how wide.spreacl were lho.se ills, 

A host of agencies have joined 
forces to study the lake and find 
solutions toils problems. ’ 

Helping with the project are such 
agencies as the Clearw.iier Kesourcc 
and Consen’aiion District, Lewis 
County Soil Conservation District, 
Winchester Slate Park. U.S. Kn- 
vironmental Protection Agency, the 
town of Winchester and University 
of Idaho. 

John .Moeller of the stale en- 
vironment division at Lewiston said 
his agency joined up because the 
problems pose a threat lo public 
health as well as the environment. 

"It's showing all the signs of aging 
rapidly," he said. "The lake is cer- 
tainly not what it was a few years 
ago. Fish and Game probably gets 
more complaints about It than we 
do. and we get quite a few." 

Townspeople want something done 
because the lake is Winchester's 
main attraction, said Donald W. 
Heath, postmaster and mayor. "You 


often fly ri^t over your decoys on

- Wfien you’re hunting resident 
waterfowl though, decoys won't at- 
tract ducks. In those situations, 
they arc used to give the birds con- > 
fldcncc that an accustomed landing 
area is safe and i&guidc the birds 
into shotgun range.

Waterfowl have to face predators 
and weather all the time, and 
they’ve had to confront those two 
problems for the milllonsof years 
(hat waterfowl have been incx- 
islcn(%. 

But they have to face hunters only 


part of the year, mostly on Saturday 
morning. That problem has only 
bccninexislenccforthelastlOO' • 
.years In this part of the country. - 

In short, ducks have a built-in 
avoidance mechanism that tells 
them how to'dcal with weather and 
such predators as falcons. 

But they have to Icam to deal with 
hunters. 

By the time that ducks reach 
Idaho, some of them have faced 
hunters before. Our local ducks have 
been educated. 

But many of the more nor^cm 
flighUs will never h’avehcard a 
shotgun or flared from a poorly- 
placed spread dl decoys. 

Generally, northern flights begin 
arriving in Idaho after Thanksgiv- 
ing, although the dismal weather 
has cau$9d them to migrate earlier 
this year. 

Once the northerns are in, you can 
set up anywhere ducks will feel safe 
from predators and arc protected 


from the Clements. 

On a river, ducks lend to come in- 
to areas that arc protected from ' 
-Wind arid storTnaby.tailvcgetalldh ' 
or Sleep banks. Thclc^ct spot wUt. 
depend on the current. Ducks don’t 
like to paddle all day. so they'll seek ’ 
an Island or- the stack water around a 
sharp bend where the current is 
broken. 

Generally, the Snake River islands ^ 
provide resting areas for Magic 
Valley ducks when small ponds arc 
frozen over. ... 

H you set your decoy?below an 
Island, insagobllTdcaTCffiCt them . . 
out in the shape of the letter J, with 
the bulk of the decoys concentrated 
on the curved portion of the letter. 

That leaves the ducks room to 
land in the broken water and keeps 
the flock from landing out of range.

Major discrepancies were 
discovered between transportation 
department data and nearly one- 
third of the counties responding to a 
survey conducted as part^of- the 
legislative report. 

Ada and'Latah counties account 
for about 75 percent' of the Inter- 
county transfers, the report said. 
The amount transferred among all 
other counties was reported as only 
1.3 percent of total 19M expen- 
ditures. 

Some co.untles without a signifi- 
cant number of waterways, such as 
Jerome, Lincoln, Shoshone and 
Teton, may be creating endowment 
funds with boat fees by Investing 
(hem and putting the interest into a 
general fund, the report said. 

All four counties show ending 
balances in (heir vessel accounts 
equal to six to eight years of 
recclpfs. For example. Shoshone 
County, which received $8,100 from 
the sale of boat licenses and 
registrations in 1984, showed an en- 
ding balance of .almost $51|000, 

"This fiiay Indicate an endowment 
creation or buildup of the balance tor 
a major project," the study said. 

The report also said that about 20 
percent of the boats statewide re- 
main unregistered.

Float vests offer best 
protection for hunters 


BOISE - As sportsmen trade 
fishing rods and reels for shotguns 
and rifles, they often make the 
mistake of abandoning life jackets 
for hunting coats. 

A boat Is a boat, regardless of Us 
use, arid, according to Jeff lloedt, 
boating safely coordinator for the 
Idaho Department of Parks and 
Recreation, federal and state safciy 
cqulpmcnt regulations remain the 
— samo-yowrtlund: 

Most juTiilcrs agree that spending 
.(lays or'wcoks to camouflage a boat 
for a duck blind and then to carry a 
bright orange life preserver is 
somewhat self-defeating. 

This Is one of the many reasons, 
HoedI says, the Coast Guard has ap- 
proved the use of moflcn more prac- 
tical types of .life, vests,, float coals, 
and cushions. Most manufacturers of 
personal floatation devices offer 
their wares in such unobtrusive col- 
ei's- as forges! green, marsh brown 
and the popular camouflage. 

The bcsl-lypc PFDs arc similar in 
size and shape to the quilled vests 
many lumlers wear under their 
ciKists in nippy weather. The vests 
have been designed with Uie hunter 
in mind.-'I'hoy do not restrict tho 
body’s movement and allow for the 
eomfortable shouldlng of a gun. 

As an added bonus, llioy serve as 
built-in recoil pads if and when one is 
lucky enough to get off a .shot. They 
also usually feature big, bellowed 
pockets with velcro brand closures. ■ 

But most iinpurlanlly, the vests 
are able to save a person’s life. It his 
bual capsl/cs on a cold day. a hunter 
will'' quickly become aware of the 
most important advantage life vests 
have to offer over ordinary in- 
sulating undergarmcnls. 

Bulky doth insulation provides 
nolbmt’ more than dead weight to a 
hunt in the water. This is somclliing 
he can do without when wearing 
lieavy bools, carrying some shells 
and recovery from the shock of the 
cold. A Pi-'U will keep tlie hunter 
afloat. 

One also gels more for his money 


with a vcsi-likc PFI) than. a regular 
PFD worn over n quilled vest. The 
font] or fiber fillers sued In the vest 
trap body heat as effectively as a 
quilted vest. Tho PFD vest also 
repels water rather than absorbing 
It, keening a nerson a hit drier In 
rainy weainer, 

As more hunters lake to the water 
each year, boating-related hunting 
accidents hecoin o more frequent., 
This'ffequency faefor al^ includes 
deaths. Nationally, 98 percent of all 
hunting-related boating accidents in 
■ 19B4 involved a fatality. That far ex- 
ceeds any other boating activity, 

The most common aectdcnl is cap- 
sizing, often due' to the heavier 
equipment and clothing that cold- 
wcalhcr hunting requires. A typical 
example in Idaho Involved three 
duck hunters dumped Into the ice- 
cold u’alers ol a local river alter 
their Small, over-filled boat capsiz- 
ed, The hunters, were no wearing 
PFDs and so they, had to bo rescued, 
rushed to the nearest hopsital and 
treated for hypothermia, The vic- 
tims soon returned hom.--0Hiers 
have been less fortunate. 

The boating hunter may have even 
more reason.s to observe safely rules 
than summer, recreational boaters 
since Ihe element are much more 
hostial. The Idaho Department of 
Parks and Recreation and the U.S. 
Coast Guard offers these lips; 

•Avoid higli-cul. open-top boots. 
Wear ankle boots in a boat. 

•Do not stand up in a small boat to 
.sluiol and do not overlood a boat. A 
canoe is a poor choice for a hunting- 
platform. Tray a boat with a 
broader bull. 

•l.’SL- extra caution in the fall or 
early spring when survival time in 
water Is shortened by low water 
temperalurc. 

•Be sure to wear a Cnasl Buard- 
approved Pi-'t), not just a water- 
proof vest or jacket. 

•Always remember that alcohol 
and bunting • e.speeially when using 
aboal " (lonoMiiix.

Cheating in collegiate athletics won’t go away

NCAA’s newest top cop says- would-be reformers of college sports are running short of time 


MISSION, Kan. (AP) - The third 
man to head the NCAA enforce- 
ment department hopes not to be 
the last. 

.But Steve Morgan believes his 
job may go ihc way of the buggy 
whip-maker if corrections are not 
made ;>oon In the troubled land- 
scape of college sports. It’s a con- 
clusion based on his belief that the 
NCAA’s efforls lo enforce the rules 
of amateurism have been, for the 
most part, a failure. 







"I wouldn't say that we have 
been a total failure,”. Morgan said. 
"But I do think this may be our 
last shot at having an enforcement 
program the membership believes 
-in and-wiil-supportr-If we fall-aU. 
this point and the- membership 
loses confidence in us and the 
public cynlclsm.prcval!sr-it-may-bc- 
time to chuck the rules of 
amateurism and Just take an 
anything-goes approach." 


The 37-ycar-old Morgan ottielally 
took charge of the renamed, 


revamped arm of the ruling body of 
collegiate athletics in October. U is 
no longer the NCAA Enforcement 
Department. It Is now the NCAA 
Enforcement and Compliance 

Department. — 

The newly created compliance 
section _will employ fou r full-t ime 
staffers lo’Help schooinive wilfiln 
the rules and avoid the greatly stif- 
fened penalties awaiting violators 
as a result of (he NCAA's special 
convention last summer.

"I 
think you're just talking about the 
bigger schools. I don't think the 
smaller ones could afford It.” 

Robinson said many of the 
athletes needed whatever help they 
could get. He noted that Southern 
California, where ho coached, was 
penalized by the NCAA in a case 
involving the sale of the players' 
football tickets. 

"For most of them, it was a mat- 
ter of kids keeping their heads 
above water,” said Robinson, now 
coach of the Los Angeles Rams of 
the National Football League. 
"But (a stipend) certainly 
wouldn’t clean up some of the oP 
fers you hear about. I don't know if 
there If a single solution.” 

Jeremy Garfunkcl, an assistant 
athletic director at UCLA, said 
most athletic departments would 
be unable lo come up wllh money 
for stipends. 

— AlhIeles,-like-olhcr-6tudents,-are— 
eligible for Pell Grants, Garfunkcl 
said. But NCAA rules limit 
sludcnt-athlclcs to $900 of Pell 
Grant funds.

Midwc.steni fans a-duzzling brand of 
college football that barely resembl- 
ed its former ■'three yard,s and a 
cloud of dust" approach. 

With three teams ranked in the 
Top Twenty, record-breaking crowds 
packing huge stadiums, and splendid 
telcvkslon raling.s. the Big Ten’s 
pride is perking at an ull-tlmc high. 

“All we have to do now Is win tlie 
. big ones.” Bjg Ten Commissioner 
Wayne Diik'c said. 

The “big ones’* are the bowl 
games! which tlic Big Ten had been 
losing will] alarming consistency in 
recent years, especially the Rose 
Bowl. 

But the new Big Ten. marke<l by a 
balance of blended offenses and 
(Brcctcd by crafty coaches, may be 
able to reverse that trend tiehind 
No. 3 Iowa. .No. B Michigan and No.

There was a lime when Uie con- 
lerenee was in total comman^of the 
-Hose Bowlrw1nnlngn2 of 13 games' 
from 1947. when the Big Ten and tlie 
Pacific Coast Conlcrenee hooked up 
in a lucrative and e-xclusive con- 
tract. 

In those days. Ilic Big Ten had a 
rule that a team could not make a 
repeat trip to the Rose Bowl the 
following year. There were tiine.s 
when the Big Ten runnerup went 
West and won. heaping additional 
embarrassment U|>on their rivals. 

The Big Ten. however, has Iiad on- 
ly two victories in the last ](> Rose 
Bowl games, with Ohio Stale winn- 
ing'in 1974 and Michigan in 1981. The 


last lime the conference produced a 
national champion was 19G8, when 
Ohio Slate reigned. 

The Big Ten's big overhaul really 
began with the coaches'. Before leav- 

_ing for the_ National Football 

League's Dctrbil Lions; — Darryl- 
Rogers drilled his passing concepts 
Into players at Michigan Stale. 

Mike White turned the program 
around at Illinois, where crowds had 
drastically dwindled, but now pack 
the stands. 

And out of Tc.xas .came Hayden 
Fry Id rescue the program at Iowa, 
An immediate Hawkeye hit with his 
hnme.spun philosophy and humor, 
Fry turned a losing team into a na- 
tional power. 

He also had a formidable weapon 
in ([uartcrback Chuck Long, a pro- 
duct of Wheaton, III., whom Fry 
recruited and once said was “destin- 
ed for greatness.” 

Long isn’t llic only experienced 
huarterback working In the Big Ten 
this season. Nearly every school had

have invested S25 million from foot- 
ball revenues on new facilities. 

Sill], it took lime for the Big Ten 
to shakc.lhc stodgy image Imposed 
by Ohio Stale and Michigan, which'

old-fashioned hut successful ground 
offenses. 

While at Ohio Slate, Woody Hayes 
shunned the passing game. "Protect 
your flanks and don't forget your 
fullback.” the coach would say in 
elevating football to the level of war.' 

At Michigan. Coach ..Bo 
Schembechler- would wink and say, 
"There., are three, things that can 
happen, when you pass the football 
and two of them are bad." 

That was great for Ohio StaR and 
Michigan, which look turns winning 
the conference championship in the 
days of the Big Two and Little 
Eight.

Every week at least one Big Ten 
game is televised and on .most 
Saturdays the Big Ten has two 
games on different networks. 

Now It's lime for postseason bowl 
shopping, a time when Duke shines 
in getting his teams placed in 
various markets; 

He has selling points. More than 25 
percent of the nation’s TV sets are 
located In the populous Big Ten area, 
which covers seven Midwest slates. .

Just as Americans give thanks 
today. Phon and his family arc 
grateful for their life in the United 
States. 'He and his wife and oldest 
son escaped from Laos in June 1975, 
after his American employers left 
and urged him to do the same. He 
worked as an interpreter tor the 
U.S. Agency for International 
Development for nine years prior 
'to-leaving Laos. 

"Because we worked for the U.S, 
government, the Americans I 
worked for said it would not be safe 
if we stayed there," Phon, now a 
naturalized American citizen, said. 

A month after the Americans 
-pulled. ouLof-Laos,.he-and-his-wife 
packed a small suitcase and cros 
cd the bordcr"to“Thalland. Th( 
were stopped by Communist 
border guards, but since they only 
had one bag. "they let us go," Phon 
said. 

"It was before everyone was 
leaving. It is much harder now. The 
stories of the Cambodians, 
especially, are so sad, of what they 
must do to leave. I think they have 
the hardest time." he said.

her Ph.D. in modem American history.

Six years later, having found her niche, she 
and two partners- formed -^thelr company 
with just a few clients. Today the firm 
makes cightJigure commissions.

CHEYENNE, Wyo. — Dave Cook 
Isn’t much of an astronomer — for 
. all those years raising sheep under 
the wide Wyoming sky, the Big 
Dipper is about his speed. 

But when it comes to Halley’s 
Comet, Dave Cook is a veteran. 

Sevcnty*slx years ago, when he 
was 13, Cook stood on a chair In the 
maid's room of \he governor's 
-.mansion- here-and-watched-thc- 
comcl crawl across the nor- 
theastern sky. 

"Take a good look at It,” Gov. 

Bryand Brooks told him. cause 

we’ll. .never, see it again In our 
lifetime." , 

' Cook plans to, though. Not to set 
softfe' record. Not to brag. 'Just to 
add another memory to a long and 
active life. 

11 is a life that has spanned from 
-horse-drawn carriages to Intercon- 
tinental .missiles. He was there 
when Tom Horn. was hanged. And 
now, each morning, he drives to 
McDonald’s for breakfast. 

“You can't Imagine that many 
years have passed, and that the 
comet’s here - and you’re still 
' here," said Cook. "It seems kind of 
unbelievable.” 

Cook lived next door to the gov- 
ernor in those days — his dad was a 
plunber who helped build the man- 
sion — and he was great friends 
• with Silas,' the governor’s son. If 
was a rare night ipauhc boys were 
■ not together, ali one' house or the 
' other. 

This night, they stayed at the 
mansion — excited by the specula- 
tion .that surrounded the 1910 com- 
et. 

“Wc thought the tall was going 
to swash across the Earth. 1 
remember people thinking the 
world was O j ^nc to .nn ond Many 
prayed. My niolher was kind of 
superstitious. She kind of fell for a 
little of that baloney.” 

- About 3 a.m. someone called 
them, and they all went up to a 
maid’s room on the third floor, still 
In their night clothes. A single 
dormer window faces east. 

They took turns, the governor, 
his wife. Silas and Dave, the four 
girls, and the maids. Sharing the 
chair, craning for a look as the 
comet crawled across the sky. 

“It looked like a big orange ball 
with a silver tali. It was. very, very 
plain,” said Cook, "I remember be- 
ing disappointed. The tail was kind 
of stumpy."

Within a half hour, it seems, the 
comet was out of sight and they all 
went back to bed. No poisonous 
gas. no- end of the world. Just a 
late-night slumber parly for a 
special celestial event. 

For a man of 89. though. Cook's 
memory is remarkable. 

Little things, like the name of 
ihsuildJiulldog-they-used-to-chose- 
around the mansion pillars (Scrap- 
per), and the location of ('the 
speaker phones (now covered up) 
to call the maids, and the names of 
nearly everyone enscribed on the 
old Presbyterian fund-r.'|ising' quilt, 
lying on a bed upsta^in the man- 
sion-lurned-muscuml— They all 
come back to him as If It were 
yesterday, 

Cook remembers walking- to 
school with the governor, on his 
way to the Capitol, and being told; 
"Dave, die with your boots on. 
That's what I'm' going to do. These 
fellas that go to California and 
retire — they don't Idsl long.”

This year. Oregon growers will sell 
an estimated A million Christmas 
trees. The figure last year was 13 
million and in 1972 it was fewer than 
one-half million, said Waily Hunter, 
marketing director for the Nor- 
thwest Christmas Tree Association. 

Orcgon''s ideal climate and 
available land have made it the 
leader in .the Christmas tree in- 
dustry. Hunter said, noting that his 
elo-member association gained 2-t3 
new members just this year. They 
come from Oregon. Washington. 
California and Idaho, and not all 
members are growers. Some arc 
Iwholcsalers or are otherwise involv- 
•ed In the Christmas tree indusjry. 

- According to the Salem-based 
association, the number of Oregon 
growers increased Wi percent be- 
tween 1972 and 1982. 

Tree prices depend on the grade, 
size, variety and destination of each 
Itrcc, but Hunter ifllid prices this 
year will be about the same as last. 

A six-foot Dou gl as fir will sell f or 

about S22 retail, grand fir will sell 
for about $2o and noble fir will' sell 
foraboutS30thisyear. 

Healer said the S22 tree is one that 
he would have sold wholesale for 
about $12. but the amount of mark- 
up varies. 

— Hunter said Oregon’s harvest last 
•year liad-a-retail value of $50 mllltonr 
with most plantations located in 
Marion, Benton: Linn and 

Clackamas counties, More than 90 
percent of Oregon’s trees arc ship- 
ped out of state, most to California 
and southern markets. 

Although the Christmas tree 
business - with retail .sales of $650 
million nationwide last year — has 
. seen production and sales increase 
steadily. Hunter said competition is 
hot and efficiency is a must. 

"It’s changing from a. seller's 
market to a buyer’s market,” he 
said. "But there’s no surplus of 
high-quality trees.” 

Heater said his business is grow-

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Scientists to assess volcano, weather ties

.WASHINGTON - As scientists 
probe the causes ol the volcanic 
eruption .that killed thousands of 
Colombians, they also must consider 
whether the violent blast will lead to 
weather changes throughout the 
rest of the world. 

The relationship between 
volcanoes and the weather is not ful* 
ly understood. But much more has 
been learned - In recent years, 
"especially since the I982 cruptlan of 
El Chichon-in Mexico led to a mea- 
surable reduction In sunlight 
reaching the Earth. 

: - Violent volcanic blnsts-and-erup- 
tlons that eject tons of rock debris 
— and dust-ean throw-n-veil-oround-the- 
world, screening the sun and thus 
reducing the light and heat arriving 
at the surface. 

The El Chichon eruption blocked 
an estimated 5 percent o( the solar 
radiation from Earth in some 
regions, reducing the heat reaching 
land, the National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric Administration 

estimated. 

Perhaps the most storied 

volcano-weather connection occur- 
red in 131MC, following the massive 
eruption of Tambora in Indonesia. 

That blast ejected massive quan- 
tities of dust into the atmosphere, 

~ with effects around the world rang- 
ing from brightly colored sunsets in 

^Europe lo.sevcrc cold, In America, 

' fri New England, 1816 was marked 
by snow In June, cxlrcnic cold In Ju- 
ly and the failure of cTops. It Is' 
variously referred to as the year 
without a summer, or "eighleen- 
hundred and froze to death." 

; It is too soon to tell whether (he 
eruption of Nevado del Ruiz falls into 
the same category. 

■;_*‘Unfortunately, the entire coun- 
try (Colombia) was cloudy during 
the time of the eruption, so we were 
Unable to pick it up." explained Mike 
-Matson of the U.S. National En- 
vironmental Satellite, Data and In- 
formation Service, which operates 
the weather satellites that monitor 
IheEarth. 

: Satellite measurements were 
widely used in the El Chichon case to 
follow the spread of the dust cloud 
around the world. 

■ "At this point we cannot speculate 
oh weather effects, because we don't 
have satellite Information yet,” 
Maison explained In a telephone in- 
terview. 

An official of the Smithsonian 
&lentiflc Event Alert Network, .who 
spokc'on condition she not be iden- 
tlfled, agreed that "right now we 
don’t know" if the weather will be 
■affected. ' 

The network" collects information 
from scientists studying phenomena 
such as vdlcanocs, but the official 
said they have not received any 
details yet on the amount of ash and 
debris Injected into the atmosphere 
in this case. 

This is partly because of the 
weather, obscuring the sky and 
summit of the mountain, and partly 
because scientists arc concentrating 
on the - mudflows — known lo- 
geologists as lahars — which 
brought the great destruction to the 
ground. 

Lahars, high-speed mud flows, oc- 
cur when a mountain capped, by 
snow or Ice erupts and melts the 
cap; which collects mud and volcanic 
debris and churns downhill onto 
nearby areas. - 

Several Colombian villages were 
buried in the disaster and the death ' 
toll Is expected to reach tens of 
thousands. 

"Any place (volcano) where you 
have a glacial or snow field there is 
always that potential. " said Cle- 
ment Shearer of the U.S. Geological 
Survey. 

Lahars also can occur on moun- 
, tains that have large lakes, when a 
flow, of lava or hot rocks slides into 
the Jake, churning it over its banks 


intoa mudslide, he explained. 

A major lahar occurred on Mount 
Rainier in Washington state nearly 
6.000 years ago, he said. More recent 
ones, although not-all-as destructive 
as Nevado del Ruiz, have involved 
Mount St. Helens In 1980, Cotopaxi in 
Ecuador in 1877, Mount Lassen, 
Calif., in 1915, and Vlllarica in Chile 
in 1963. 

While scientists puzzle over the

Meanwhile, Idaho Falls voters had" 
no such choice. Mayor Tom Camp- 
bell and three incumbent councllmen 
ran unopposed: a signal of public 
satisfaction with the system, local 

leaders say: 

, . In-thelr-only-real decision,- voters 
approved a S1.6 million swimming 
pool bond with a 72 percent majori- 
ty- 

Undoubtedly, Election Day tells a 
tale of two political climates - 
Pocatello in the midst of transition, 
Idaho Falls In the midst of stability. 

Out, Idaho Falls officials say, it 
does not signal a power struggle to 
become the state's so-called "Se- 
cond City." 

"That thought's never .even 
entered our mind," said Wesley 
Deist, a six-year member of the 
Idaho Falls City Council. “I have no 
visions of grandeur." 

Instead, the prevailing sentiment 
some 50 miles to the north on In- 
terstate 15 seems to advocate only 
gradual expansion. 

Paul Hovey, 16-year member of 
the Idaho Falls City Council, tries to 
be modest about his so-called "race" 
for re-election this year. 

But what docs It mean when a city 
holds an election and only the same 
old hats enter the ring? "The people 
arc apparently very happy.” he said. 

Traditionally, he said, political 
upstarts in Idaho Falls haven’t done 
well, so unopposed races' shouldn't 
come as much of a surprise. As 
Councilman Arthur Chandler points 
put, an opponent would have to 
spend a good deal of money to unseat 
' a popular incumbent. 

While no citizens were disgruntled 
enough to campaign in 1985, city of- 
ficials aren't sure how long that 
might holdout, 

‘it's quite a humbling experience, 
because we know we have to keep it 

UP now.” said MpI RHrksnn n 20- 

iTyear councilman, who was also re- 
-clccted. 

' "Things like that tend to cycle,” 
'said Mayor Tom Campbell, who 
heads Into his third term after runn- 
■ing unopposed for the second 
-straight time. 

"I suppose it’s a form of flattery," 
_hc said. However, a set of unrespon- 
•sive decisions would lead to dlsen- 
"chantment, and ultimately to com- 
petition. 

Several factors contribute to 
Idaho Falls' stable mayor-council 
system, The city has set up a varie-' 
ty of committil's, which examine 
services such as handicapped facili- 
ties. libraries and golf courses, and 
also work on special Issues like the 
recent pool bond. 

Erickson called these committees 
“a real coup," since they incor- 
porate public opinion with council 
opinion. 

Another plus, officials 'say, is the 
temperament of the council Itself. 
There are no one-lssue councllmen, 
Hovey says. , 

Meanwhile, (he council formulates 
Its policies not without dlsgrcement, 
but without grandstanding, Camp- 
bell said. 

"When they disagree, they 
disagree like gentlemen," he said. 
And once the discussion Is closed and 
the votes counted, the council pres- 
ents a united front. 

"Our voters are different than ony 
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Pocatello and Idaho Fcdls 
are separated physiceilly by-- 
only 50 miles, yet politically, 
they appear near-opposites. 
Election Day 1985 revealed 
a desire in Idaho Fcdls to 
stay with-a proven formula, - 
while in Pocatello, voters 
called for sweeping change. 


Others In the state. They think pro- 
gressively," Deist said. 

“ This' way of thinking resulted 
recently in a successful bond vote — 
which will finance construction of a 
new indoor swimming pool. And it is 
another chapter In a series of well- 
supported bond votes in IdahoPalls. 

In Ihe'past, voters haveroassed 
bonds (or the public llbr.ary, olrport 
and electrical utilities, among 
others. 

“The people out there have never 
hesitated." Deist sald_. "The people 

Supportive, but not blindly so, 
Erickson says. The 51.6 swimming 
pool, and its two unsuccessful bond 
votes, proves that. 

The first attempt at passage fail- 
ed. for a couple of reasons. Accor- 
ding to Campbell, hard economic 
times hurt the Vote. Erickson points 
to a "gross e^ror" in bond planning, 
which, tied the pool with construc- 
tion of a golf course — a spending 
proposal which was unattractive to 
taxpayers. 

The second' time around, the pool 
was earmarked for Ta’iitphaus Park," 
which drew widespread community 
criticism. Still, this vote failed by 
fewer than 300 votes. 

When It came to the third round, 
the city succeeded through a "very 
good selling Job." Hovey said, by 
convincing thb citizens to diversify 
its recreational facilities, and by 
giving them three site choices. 

The unavoidable question Is how 
Idaho Falls voters approved ,a 
swimming pool bond when, thr^ 
weeks earlier. Pocatello voters 
soundly' defeated a 56.2 mililon 
school bond. 

Erickson attributed the success to 
a well-organized campaign, while 
Campbell pointed to an Improved 
economy. 

Meanwhile, Hovey agreed to the 
health of Idaho Falls’ economic base 
^ largely attributable to the quality 
of jobs at the Idaho National 


Engineering Laboratory. Still, a 
more deep-seated philosophy may be 
the cause. 

"I guess maybe success breeds 
success," Hovey said. 

Economic trends In Idaho Falls In- 
clude several encouraging features. 
October unemployment figures place 
Idaho Falls' jobless rale at 4.5 per- 
cent - well below (he state’s 6.5 
percent average and. second-lowest 
of Idaho's seven regions.. By con- 
trast, Pocatello’s October rate of 6.8 
percent is second- highest statewide. 
— Mc a n whllerldano fans ts enjoying 
an Influx of commercial develop- 
ments. which, Campbell said, has 
established the city as a re^onal 
shopping center. Projects on both' 
the cast and west sides of the com-' 
munity have attracted- new chain 
stores. 

“There- must be something here 
that they like," Hovey said. 


That something, of course, may 
very likely be INEL. Confidence in 
the site, and its ability to attract 
new contracts, may In turn attract 
new businesses into the city, Camp- 
bell said. 

‘ Still, the site is only about half of 
Idaho Falls’ economiC-Story— Jhc- - 
other half is agribusiness — more - 
specifically, potato farming. And, os 
such, the short-term city economy 
Isn'tall encouraging. 

"We're going to feel' a pinch on. 
that potato crop," Deist said. ‘Tm 
certain about that." 

Meanwhile, many city services — 
such as fire protection — arc cur- 
r cntly at a maxlmuml Deist ^Id. 
And street preservation problems 
are not restricted to Pocatello, os / 
chip sealing efforts in Idaho Falls 
have been curtailed. '

WASHINGTON (AP) - Here is Uic 
text of President Reagan's Thanks* 
giving proclamation, released on 
Friday, Nov. 15, by the White House: 

Although the time and dale of the 
first American thanksgiving obscr* 
vance may be uncertain, there is no 
question but that this treastirt^ 
custom derives -from-our- Jude^-- 
Christian heritage. "Unto Thee. 0 
God, do we give thanks," the 
Psalmist sang, praising God not only 
for the "wondrous works", of His 
creation, ,but_for_ loving guidance, ax:_ 
nd deliverance from dangers. 

' A band of settlers arriving In 
Nainc in 1607 held a service of 
thanks, for their safe Journey, and 12, 
years later settlers in Virginia set' 
aside a day of thanksgiving for their 
survival. In 1621 Governor William 
Bradford created the most famous 
of ail such observances at Plymouth 
Colony when a bounteous harvest 
prompted him..^ proclaim a special 
day "to render thanksgiving to the 
Almighty God for all His blessings." 
The Spaniards In California and the 
Dutch in Nc\^ Amsterdam also held 
service.^ to give public thanks to 
God. 

In 1777, during our War of In- 
dependence. the Continental Con- 
gress set aside a day for thanksglv- 
-tng-and-prflise'for-our-vlctory-al'the- 
battle of Saratoga. It was the first 
time ail the colonics look part in 
such an event on the same day. The 
following year, upon news that 
Prif'''' ••••>«- **Aniii>« to niir aid. 


George Washington at Valley-Forge.-' 
prcscilbcd a special day of thanlu- 
giving. Later, as our first president, 
he responded to a congressional 
petition by declaring Thursday, ' 
November 26, 1769, the first Thanks- 
giving Day of the United States of 
America. 

— Although-there- were-many-jtatc- 
' and national thanksgiving days pnv 
claimed in the ensuing years, it was 
the tireless crusade of one woman; 
Sarah Josepha Hale, that finally led 
to the -establishment of this 
beautiful feast as an annual natlon- 
yvldc ot^rvancc. Her editorials ^ 
touched the heart of Abraham Lin- 
coln that in 1663 ~ even in the midst 
of the Civil War — he enrolned‘hIs~ 
countrymen to be mindful of their 
many blessings, cautioning them not 
to forget “the source Jrom which 
they come," that they arc "the 
gracious gifts of the Most High God . 

. ." Who ou^t to be thanked "with 
one heart and one voice by the whole 
American people." 

It is in that spirit that I now invite 
all Americans to take part again in 
this beautiful tradition with Its 
roots deep In our history and deeper 
still in our hearts. We manifest our 
gratitude to God for the many bless- 
ings he has showered upon our land 
-and upon Itspeople: 

In this season of Thanksgiving we 
arc grateful for our abundant 
harvests and the productivity of our 
industries; for the dlscovcrcs of our 
laboratories; for the researches of 


w scientists and scholars; for the 
achievements of our artists, musi- 
cians, writers, clergy, teachers, 
physicians, businessmen, engineers, 
public servants, farmers, 
mechanics, artisans, and workers of 
every sort whose honest toll^of mind 
and body In the free land rewards 
them and their families and enriches 
ourehfirenation. 

Let us thank God for our families, 
friends, and neighbors, and. for the 
Joy of this very festival we celebrate 
In His name. Let every house of wor- 
ship in the land and every home and 
every heart be filled with the spirit 
of gratitude and praise and love on 
this Thanksgiving Day.
